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Local Flyers Take to the Ice

Rochester has long been a place that has attracted 
aviators. For nearly as long as there have been airplanes, 
pilots have used various points in and around Rochester 
as landing fields. 'This town has a long history of avia- 
tion. There was an airfield just inside the Marion line on 
Route 105 that operated until World War II when it was 
shut down due to it location near the coast. Unfortunately 
it never re-opened after the war'', said Rochester resident 
and pilot Ben Bailey. 

Nodding towards the frozen face of Snipatuit 
Pond, which lies at the edge of his backyard Mr. Bailey 
continued, "This has long been a very active seaplane 
base. There are still three active seaplanes that fly out of 
here. I have one, there is one over there on the far side of 
the pond and there is another around the corner. Also, 
there are two big, ancient hangers and years ago they 
used to fly seaplanes each day from this pond to Block Is- 
land, Rhode Island to deliver the U.S. Mail. It was done by 
a guy named Norm Gingrass who has long since passed 
away." 

On this unseasonably warm morning there is a 
somewhat unusual sight on Snipatuit Pond. A group of 
nine aircraft, eight planes and a helicopter, are sitting 
on the frozen waters of the pond. The plane's pilots are 
huddled around a campfire roasting hotdogs and sipping 
coffee. The men and woman of this group gather from

throughout the South Coast region each Sunday to fly to 
a chosen destination where they have breakfast and talk 
about airplanes, and other topics, before returning home, 
usually before noon. "A lot of us have kids and we'll take 
them up but, there are days when we can't so we have to 
get back home", said pilot Damian Frattasio. 

Family seems to be a theme that runs through the 
conversations with all of the pilots. "I went up for the first 
time when I was just six months old", said Mr. Bailey. 
"My father was a pilot. My dad was based at Cherry Point 
where he flew Saber jets, the first jet fighters. My parent 
put me in the hat rack of a Lundstrom in a cardboard box 
and they flew me home to see my grandparents on my 
first Christmas." The other pilots all seemed to have simi- 
lar stories of how they began their life long passion with

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the skies. For many they were introduced to aviation by 
a family member and have been flying since they were in 
their teens. More than one pilot expressed a desire to pass 
the along the knowledge and love they have for flying to 
their children. 

"Those are my boys over there, they're seven and 
eight'', Mr. Bailey said pointing to a couple of youngsters 
walking across the ice near the planes. ''They have model 
airplanes and I like to use them as a metaphor for learn- 
ing different skills, math, reading instructions and so on. 
They don't even realize they are learning, they just think 
that they are having fun." 

Sharing their knowledge of the skies and the 
machines that take them there is another common trait 
among the fliers. Each seems to have an encyclopedic 
knowledge of each plane on the ice. Many of the pilots 
have flown dozens of planes. For Damian Frattasio the 
number is over one hundred. Mr Frattasio said, "Each 
of us has probably flown all of the planes you see here 
today. We are not a bunch of rich guys. We are mostly 
just average working guys. We're plumbers and mechan- 
ics, nothing fancy. We just love to fly. Some of us own 
planes together that we couldn't buy on our own. We find 
old junk airplanes for as little as $2000.00 that we build 
up into something more than they were before we found 
them. An engine here and a wind screen there, keeping 
at it for a few years. . . Before you know it you've taken a 
wreck and made it into something worth $30, 000.00 or 
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$40,000.00. It is kind of like the guys with the old hot rods 
they re-build. You want to see a rich man's hobby, find a 
guy with a boat. Now those are expensive!" 

There seems to be a consensus that the plums 
of the bunch are two yellow Piper Cubs that were built 
in 1946. Each of the pair of bright yellow aircraft is fit- 
ted with skies on this day making the ice landing a bit 
smoother. 

Why do these pilots land on ice? "Because it's there!" This 
seems to be the common answer among them. For the 
pilots it is a chance to do something that only can happen 
under the right conditions. They liken it to a skier hitting 
the slopes after a newly fallen batch of snow comes along. 

Another way the pilots like to share is by asking 
unsuspecting land lovers if they would like to go up for a 
flight. Pilot Bill Hunt and his fellow pilots ask if the news- 
paper could use a couple of aerial photographs. Sure, why 
not? The pilots put me in the hands of Mr. Frattasio as 
they joke with him asking, "Hey Damian, are over those 
fainting spells yet?" Mr. Frattasio is more than happy to 
oblige and he loads the two of us in a two seater that is 
soon taking us across the ice and into the air. He makes a 
few passes over the group of planes on the ice and then 
guides the plane next to one of the old Piper Cubs that 
is also in the air. "Did you get what you need?" he asks 
through a head set before adding, "Okay, I am going to 
do something now that you won't really feel but you will 
never forget for the rest of your life." After making sure

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that his passenger is settled in the seat behind him, Mr. 
Frattasio takes the plane into a slow, deliberate roll. The 
feeling is pure exhilaration as sky and land trade places 
on the horizon. After one last pass over his buddies on the 
ground the plane lands. 

There is a bit of good-natured ribbing as we slide 
across the ice towards shore. Walking across the ice seems 
to be much more hazardous than fling upside down in a 
plane. Despite the acrobatics these people are not risk tak- 
ers. Everything they do is planned and calculated. ''You 
were in the hands of one of our best'' says James Melville 
adding, "It is much safer up there than it is in your car 
each day. Up there you are responsible for your own 
safety and you don't have to worry as much about what 
someone else is doing." 

As the morning wraps up the pilots swap a 
few more stories. Mr. Frattasio offers one last thought 
about why he flies. "To me this is freedom. The last real 
bit of American freedom. When you are flying you can 
go where you like and there are fewer limits, no one 
is waiting behind a billboard with a radar gun wait- 
ing to pull you over. In a plane there are no stop signs 
or roadmaps. . . there is just you and the plane. It is true 
freedom."

the two thoroughfares meet. The intersection, as it exists, 
brings Crystal Springs Road to North Street at a sharp 
angle of roughly 45 degrees, making line-of-sight quite 
difficult for traffic desiring to continue either north or 
south on North Street. 

In an interview with The Wanderer on February 7, 
2009, Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor Barry J. Denham 
reviewed the history of the intersection which accounts 
for its current construction: "Sometime back in the 1920s 
or 1930s, North Street was redesigned and straightened, 
beginning in the area around what is now Mattapoisett 
Millwork's location. North Street, in those days, veered 
northwest at that spot, and then connected with Crystal 
Spring Road, and the two roads shared a small distance 
until it became North Street again, and continued on to 
the Town of Rochester. When North Street was recon- 
structed, the new intersection with Crystal Spring Road 
came into being, and it has been that way ever since.'' 

According to Mr. Denham, the intersection has 
been the scene of a good number of collisions, and many 
near-misses over the years. "One recent accident actu- 
ally involved two Town vehicles, a Highway Department 
truck plowing snow, and a Water Department truck 
responding to a call," Mr. Denham said. 

The new intersection will have Crystal Springs 
Road entering North Street at a 90 degree angle, and will 
offer much better line-of-sight for both drivers leaving 
Crystal Springs Road and entering North Street, as well

as northbound and southbound traffic on North Street. 
Preliminary work on the site began a few weeks ago, with 
over 20 trees cut down on Town land at the location, to 
make way for the new path of Crystal Springs Road. The 
trees were taken down by a private company with experi- 
ence in such work, since the trees were larger than the 
Highway Department is equipped to handle, and there 
are power lines on either side of the location. The cost to 
the Town for that work was $2,000. The logs from those 
trees will be removed by the Highway Department, Mr. 
Denham said, and taken to a local sawmill and made into 
wood siding. That wood siding will then be used by the 
Highway Department to restore a work shed at the High- 
way Department headquarters at 5 Mendell Road. 



The project is being completed as fill-in work, Mr. 
Denham said, and will proceed as time permits, and as 
long as weather conditions are favorable. Since part of 
the location involves protected wetlands, there are several 
measures that will be implemented to protect those wet- 
lands, including seeding part of the Town land with New 
England wetland seed mix, along with the planting of 
ten highbush blueberry plants and ten sweet pepperbush 
plants. Further protection for the wetlands portion of the 
location will be provided by a haybale/ silt fence running 
from Crystal Spring Road across the land to a terminus at 
North Street. According to Mr. Denham, drainage at the 
site will come up to Wetlands Protection Act standards, 
and will comply with all pertinent current regulations.

Mr. Denham noted that there will not be any 
impediment to traffic on either of the roadways while the 
work is underway, and that very little equipment will be 
on the site during periods when work is not actively oc- 
curring. Nearly all of the work on the project will be per- 
formed by the Highway Department, although the final 
grading and paving will be done by a private company, in 
conjunction with other paving work at that time. 

One of the results of the reconfiguration of the 
intersection is that the house at 129 North Street will 
receive substantial new frontage, as well as an extension 
of its blacktop driveway to meet North Street instead of 
its current connection with Crystal Springs Road. The 
land will remain Town property. The utility pole which 
currently sits on a small curbed island in the middle of 
the intersection will be located in the new frontage of 129 
North Street when the project is complete. 
Mr. Denham noted that all projects like this one are 
completed by the Department using state funds under 
Chapter 90, which amount to approximately $175,000 
per year for the Town. "We only have five men, plus me, 
so there are limits on what kinds of projects we can take 
on, especially since we have plowing responsibilities in 
the winter, and mowing responsibilities in the spring, 
summer and early fall," Mr. Denham said, "and we only 
have a budget of $15,000 per year for road repairs, which 
mostly are gravel patches for dirt roads and cold packs for 
asphalt roads."

and Richard LaCamera of Rochester; Police Chiefs Lincoln 
W. Miller of Marion, Mary R. Lyons of Mattapoisett, and 
Paul H. Magee of Rochester; Fire Chief Richard Guerzoni 
of Marion; Ms. Tracy Eldridge, Chief Dispatcher, Roches- 
ter Communications Center; and ORR Superintendent Dr. 
William R. Cooper. Mattapoisett Selectman Chair Stephen 
J. Lombard was absent from the meeting. 

The minutes of the regular meeting of the Boards 
held on December 11, 2008 were approved unanimously 
after review. 

The first item of business on the agenda was an 
update on the consideration of the possibility of region- 
alizing dispatch services provided by the three towns. 
Since the last meeting, the three Town Administrators 
have met with the Police and Fire Chiefs in their respec- 
tive towns to discuss the idea of regionalization. A 
consensus was achieved that no one was opposed to ap- 
plying for grants to conduct a feasibility study of regional 
dispatching, and the Chiefs were to send in their com- 
ments and concerns for consideration by the Tri-Town 
Selectmen. In a memorandum to the Selectmen dated 
February 5, 2009, the Town Administrators identified a 
number of issues that could be impediments to regional- 
izing dispatch services, including: (a) having a regional 
facility would mean that two of the three towns (those 
two not hosting the regional dispatch center) would not 
have manned police stations for walk-in complaints and 
assistance; (b) two of the three towns would not have the 
dispatch officer available to help with prisoners or other 
needs in the stations; (c) regional dispatchers may lack 
"local knowledge" of the people and locations with which 
they are dealing; (d) patrol vehicles not in use during a 
shift would be parked outside an unmanned station in 
two of the three towns, leading to potential vandalism; (e) 
each Town has different dispatch protocols; (f) additional

radio repeaters would be required at an approximate 
cost of $25,000 each; (g) security of locked stations in 
two towns would have to be upgraded; and (h) multiple 
police, fire and other municipal radio frequencies would 
have to be consolidated for operational use. Chief Miller 
of Marion said, "Any savings are minimal at best, and 
a regional system might even cost more/' Chief Lyons 
of Mattapoisett said, 'Tor Mattapoisett, the issue I have 
would be the ambulance service. We get a lot of walk-ins 
for emergency medical services. We could host it, but we 
would have to stay open regardless, for the ambulance 
service." Selectman Collyer suggested that the focus 
might need to be "less about cost savings, and more about 
enhancing services." Chief Magee of Rochester said, "We 
talked about a number of issues. I can't see any benefit to 
this." 

Selectman Henry said, "One thing that has got to 
be glaringly obvious here: we are three different towns, 
with different ways of doing things. Maybe we should 
do a feasibility study to see about standardizing things 
among the three towns." Selectman McGaffey said, "One 
of the possible outcomes of a feasibility study is that it 
(regionalization) is not feasible." Selectman Collyer said, 
"One thing that Mattapoisett will not do is water down 
our services. Public safety will not be compromised in 
Mattapoisett." Chief Lyons said that she and her col- 
leagues from Marion and Rochester are "three of the most 
progressive police chiefs in the Commonwealth. We have 
worked very closely at consolidating, sharing equipment 
and resources, and we will continue to do that." Chair 
Nunes noted that "(n)one of us in this room know what a 
feasibility study will say." 

Selectman Henry moved, seconded by Selectman 
Blanchette, for the three towns to apply for a grant to fund 
a feasibility study to examine the possibility of regional-

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

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izing dispatch services. The Selectmen from the three 
towns caucused separately. The Marion Selectmen voted 
yes, unanimously; the Mattapoisett Selectmen voted no, 
unanimously; and the Rochester Selectmen voted no, 2 to 
1, so the motion failed. 

The next item on the agenda was the Old Roch- 
ester Regional Fiscal Year 2010 Budget. Superintendent 
Cooper said that there will be a meeting on the budget, 
to which all Selectmen are invited, on Thursday, Febru- 
ary 12, at 5:30 pm in the Superintendent's Office at ORR. 
Selectman Blanchette said, "So the February 12 meeting 
is an informational meeting, is that right?'' Dr. Cooper re- 
plied yes. "We realize that we need to have budgets that 
are in sync with the Towns and the Town departments," 
the Superintendent said. 

The next item on the agenda was consideration 
of hiring a regional grant writer to serve the three Towns. 
Selectman Blanchette said, "I think the three towns should 
consider a regional grant writer." Selectman Henry 
added, "There are a couple grant writers out there who 
could do this for us, and bring an RFP to us at our next 
meeting." After discussion, the consensus of the Boards 
was that a subcommittee of Selectmen should be formed 
to investigate and report back to the Tri-Town Boards. 
Selectmen Collyer, Henry and McGaffey volunteered to 
serve on the subcommittee. 

On the subject of regionalization generally, the 
Selectmen agreed that where benefits to the three towns 
exist, that joining forces is a good idea, including in con- 
tracting for energy (oil, gas and electricity). Selectman 
Collyer said, "We should continue to look at bulk buying 
by the three towns, wherever it is possible." 

In new business. Selectman Nunes reported 
that Rochester and Wareham are engaged in discussions 
regarding a possible collaboration in emergency medical 
services. Selectman Henry reported that there is a meet- 
ing on regionalization in Freetown on Tuesday, February 
10, to which nearly a dozen towns have been invited. He 
said that the Marion Board of Selectmen plans to attend 
the meeting as a board.

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Tuesday, February 10 
at 7:00 pm by Acting Chairman Jordan C. Collyer.

Each 
family must put in at least 300 hours towards the building 
of their home. One of her goals is to meet with each of the 
affiliate towns to see if they can partner together to work 
towards meeting the state mandated affordable housing 
percentage. They are particularly interested in ascertain- 
ing if there is municipally owned land that could be do- 
nated to Habitat for Humanity for building. 100 percent of 
Habitat built homes are sold as affordable units, with no 
profit made by the affiliate.

for 2011, Mass Highway, the State government, and 
Federal government will supply a grant of $1.95 million. 
Three engineering firms have submitted proposals for all 
phases.

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Sweet 
Coraline

Coraline. With the voices of Dakota Fanning and Teri Hatcher. 
Directed by Henry Selick. Running time: 100 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG. 

The little girl watching Coraline down the row from me was 
not comfortable with what she was seeing. ''Mommy/' I heard her 
say, and not for the last time, 'T want to go home." Coraline is rated 
PG and is animated — stop-motion — but Fm not sure it's for kids. 
It may not even be for some adults, because at certain points, it 
gets stubbornly, freakishly, nightmarishly weird. That little girl 
may, for all I know, grow up and look back fondly on this movie 
that scared her, the way some of my generation look back on Willy 
Wonka and the Chocolate Factory or even Yellow Submarine (yeah, the 
Blue Meanies freaked me out when I was little; shut up). Or she 
might not. Either way, parents should be informed. 

Based on Neil Gaiman's 2002 young-adult novel, Coraline is 
the long-overdue third stop-motion feature by Henry Selick, who 
made 1993's The Nightmare Before Christmas and 1996's James and the 
Giant Peach. (He also directed the live-action flop Monkeyhone, but 
we shall not speak of that.) In a computer-animated world, stop- 
motion puppeteers are few and far between; it's basically just Selick 
and Nick Park (of Wallace & Gromit), and both men lavish years of 
work on each project. Park wants to make you laugh; Selick wants to 
make you gasp and shudder. There is something uncompromisingly 
not-human, and not-nice, about Selick's characters. Sentimentality 
is as alien to him as his worlds are to us. 

Coraline (voiced by Dakota Fanning) is disappointed in her 
workaholic parents and depressed because of a recent move that 
has left her friends back in Michigan. In a disused room in the house 
she finds a mysterious door, which leads to an alternate reality in 
which her parents are unfailingly attentive and fun. They also have 
black buttons for eyes. And if Coraline wishes to stay in this strange 



but suspiciously 
comforting new 
world, she, too, must 
give up her eyes for 
black buttons. That 
barely scratches the 
surface; there are also 
performing mice, 
scantily clad former 
film actresses singing 
for an audience of 
Scottish terriers, ghost 
children, and many 
other things alarming 
and bizarre. 

The movie would make a good trippy double feature with 
MirrorMask, also written by Caiman, in which another girl tires of 
her family and enters a disturbing fantasy world. Caiman, I guess, is 
trying to tell young girls (he has two daughters) to be satisfied with 
their lot, since fantasy turns out to be darker and more frightening 
than the reality they wish to escape. These movies are actually anti- 
fantasy films, though Coraline is much more rigorously structured 
than MirrorMask; the flights of oddity are usually rooted in some 
identifiable goal or reality. 

Many will cherish Coraline and set it on a rarefied personal 
shelf alongside Nightmare Before Christmas and other goth-inflected 
fantasias. I found it easy to admire but hard to love. The movie 
is — there's really no other way to put it — gorgeously off- 
putting, especially when Coraline's Other-Mother gets taller and 
thinner and turns into a sort of hybrid praying mantis and spider 
with sharp metal claws. Coraline is a considerable achievement of 
visual dread; even when things look sunny, a part of you waits for 
something equivalent to the shot in Blue Velvet of a robin with a bug 
in its mouth. (The blue tunnel between worlds in Coraline undulates 
like the blue curtains at the start of the David Lynch film.) Selick's 
vision of darkness here is so convincing that we don't believe the 
nightmare world of button-eyed ghouls is really gone. The movie 
works brilliantly on its own ghastly terms, but I can't say I'd want 
to see it again.
